Washington, Dec. 10.—What the sen- 


ate may accomplish in the way of 
legislation for the" Philippines dur- 
ing the present session is problemat- 
ical, but that the question .will be 
thoroughly discussed is'indicated by 
the number of 
resolutions bearing 


upon it being introduced. In opposi- 
tion to the retention by the United 
States of the Pliilippine islands two 
resolutions were introduced Kuuday, 
one by Mr. Tillman (S. C.) and the 
other by Mr. Bacon (Ga.). Each res- 
olution purposes to yield the islands 
to a government to be established by 
the Filipinos themselves. 


Mr. Morgan (Ala.) addressed the 


senate briefly upon the necessity of 
legislation to control trusts, and had 
his joint resolution against them re- 
ferred to the judiciary committee. 


Mr. Morgan said he regarded the 


evils colled trusts as all included in 
the combinations of persons to con- 
trol trade. What an individual could 
accomplish in trade was regarded as

Three years 
later it was obtained from a peculiar 
yellowish deposit near the present site 
of Kimberley.

The dia- 
monds are often found, by their anom- 
nlous optical character, to be in condi- 
tion of strain, and they nre sometimes 
only fragments of crystals. The rock 
in which they are found has been con 
giderabiy affected by secondary min 
eral changes, brought nbotrt, probably 
bv the action of heated water.
